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BAD FOR THE REPUBLICANS. 


Their Emissaries Among the Germans Bring 
in Depressing News. 


Washington, D. C. October 14.—The 
President's managers here have just re- 


ceived some very depressing news from a 


prominent German republican politician 
who, some weeks ago, was sent out to 
Illinois and Wisconsin, and later to New 
York to get at the real facts regarding 
the German vote in these states and to 
do what he could to bring the Germans 
back into the republican party. This 
emissary has written here acklowledging 
that his mission is a failure and that the 
republicans have got to face the fact that 
the German vote is lost to them in the 
three states named. The situation in Wis- 
consin, he says, is bad. In Illinois it is 
worse, and in New York it is worst of all. 

It has been published that the leading 
Lutheran paper of Wisconsin, The Ger- 
mania, has come out in favor of the re- 
publicans. This, he says, is not quite cor- 
rect. The paper is not supporting either 
party, but speaks pleasantly of Spooner 
and says that it is satisfied that the repub- 
licans are honestly repentant of their 
former. course with relation to the school 
question. It does not advise the German 
Lutherans to support the republican tick- 
et, but publicly disavows any intention to 
give such advice. On the other hand, it 
has published several letters from mem- 
bers of the Lutheran school committee, in 
which the republicans are severely criti- 
cized. The same paper supports the dem- 
ocratic ticket in Illinois. 


The informant quoted says that some 
of the Germans in Wisconsin will go back 
to the republicans, but that it is difficult 
to estimate how many will do so, and the 
state is in doubt. In Illinois, he says, it 
looks as if the bulk of the Germans 
would vote with the democrats, and in 
New York the democrats have practically 
<aptured the German vote. 

The Republicans Need Votes. 

The republican managers here have evi- 
dently received word that the condition 
of things is such in Indiana and New York 
that not a vote must be lost. In conse- 
quence all department employes from 
those states who are republicans have 
been informed that they will be expected 
to go home at once and register so that 
they can vote in November. There will 
be a large exodus to the states named 
tomorrow. 

Most of the clerks are said to be kick- 
ing vigorously against this order, as it 
is understood they will have to bear most 
of the expense themselves. Whether the 
time they lose will be charged up to them 
remains to be seen. The order covers the 
employes of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, and the government printing 
office. 


I'S BOODLE THEY'RE AFTER. 


The Republicans of Alabama Are Bleeding 
Chris. for All He's Worth. 

Birmingham, Ala., October 14.—(Special.)— 
The political situation was enlivened today 
by a rumor that the democrats were prepar- 
ing to mob Chris MaGee and run him out of 
town. As it has no foundation except in the 
desire of the populites to. manufacture senti- 
ment abroad, the democrats laugh at it, and 
MaGee pursues the even tenor of his way. 

The reported reconciliation of the factions 
of the republican party has been run to earth. 
It has no foundation beyond the fact that the 
Stevens executive committee to meet Mon- 
day to consider whether, if Mosely resigns, 
Stevens will follow suit.

THEY WAIVED EXAMINATION. 


The Bulloek County Officers Were Ready 
But the Prosecut‘on Was Not. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 14.—(Special.) 
Judge Frazier and Clerk Pickett, of Bul- 
lock, charged by the Kolbites with violating 
a federal statute relating to the appoint- 
ment of managers of election, appeared 
today before United States Commissioner 
Bell, in this city. The defendants were 
accompanied to the city by fifty or more 
friends and neighbors and the courtroom 
was crowded. 

The charge against Frazer and Pickett 
is violation of the United States law, be- 
cause they did not appoint any third party 
inspectors at two voting places m that 
county for the coming election. They ap- 
pointed at each box in question two demo- 
crats and one negro republican. The law 
requires three inspectors, two of whom shall 
be of opposing politics. A great crowd of 
people came in with the two arrested offi- 
cials, the train being packed with their 
friends. When the courtroom opened it 
was speedily filled, this city furnishing a 
large number of those in attendance in ad- 
dition to the great crowd from the country. 

The commissioner stated that District 
Attorney Parsons was absent in Cincinnati 
on important business and could not be 
here before Monday. He also stated that 
United States Attorney General Miller 
had telegraphed that P. G. Bowman, of 
Birmingham, had been appointed as gov- 
ernment counsel in the case. Bowman is 
chairman of the Kolb committee and act- 
ing with the third party element in support 
of the electoral ticket nominated at the 
Lakeview or Birmingham convention. He 
telegraphed that he could not be in attend- 
ance before Monday. The commissioner 
stated that in the absence of the govern- 
ment counsel the case would have to be 
postponed until Monday. The prisoners 
were anxious for a hearing as they had all 
their witnesses present. It was finally ar- 
ranged that preliminary hearing be waived 
and bond given for their appearance to 
answer any action taken by the

Is Georgia in Cotton Manufacturing In- 
dustries. 


THAT IS IN THE SOUTHERN STATES. 


Interesting Statistics Sent Out By 
the Census Bureau, 


AND A COMPARATIVE STATEMENT 


Showing the Growth of the Cotton Indus- 
try from 1880 to 1890—Wonderiul 
Increase During the Decade. 


Washingtpn, October 14.— (Spe- 
cial.)—The census bureau today 
issued a bulletin on the cot- 
ton industry in the United States. The 
growth of the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry of the United States, says the bul- 
letin, has been constant. One of the most 
gratifying features of the situation is 
the extension of this industry in the 
south, where a marked addition is shown 
in the number of cotton mills established 
and successfully operated. The magni- 
tude of this movement is demonstrated 
by the fact that the consumption of raw 
cotton in the southern states in 1890 ex- 
ceeded that of 1880 by 166,308,889 pounds, 
while in New England, the chief seat of 
this manufacture, the excess of consump- 
tion in 1890 over that of 1880 
was only 173,317,834 pounds. Never- 


} theless, the development of cotton manu- 


facture throughout the country, measured 
by any test, was large and healfhy. The 
tables given do not include returns of 
special mills employed in working raw 
cotton, waste or yarn into hose, webbing, 
tapes, mixed goods or fabrics, which are 
not classed as specific mdhufactures of 
cotton. 
A Comparative Statement. 

The general facts attending the increase 
are shown in the following comparative 
statement: Number of establishments 
reported in 1890, 904; in 1880, 756; per- 
centage of increase 19.58. Capital invest- 
ed in 1890, 354,020,843; in 1880, $208,- 
280,346; percentage of increase 69.97. 
Employes, including officers and clerks in 
1890, 221,585; in 1880, 174,659; increase 
26.87. Wages paid in 1890 to operatives, 
$66,024,538; in 1880, $42,040,510; in- 
crease, 57.05. Wages paid officers and 
clerks in 1890, $3,464,743. Miscellaneous 
expenses $17,036,135. No comparisons up- 
on the last two items. The cost of mate- 
rials used in 1890, $154,593,368; in 1880, 
$102,206,347; increase 51.26. Value of 
the product in 1890 $267,981,724; in 1880, 
$192,090,110; increase, 39.51. Number 
of spindles in 1890, 14,088,103; in 1880, 
10,653,435; increase 32.24. Number of 
looms in 1890, 324,866; in 1880, 225,759; 
increase 43.90. Pounds of raw cotton 
used in 1890, 1,117,945,776; in 1880, 750,- 
343,981; increase 48.99 per cent. 

The public is cautioned, however, touch- 
ing certain items that more thorough in- 
quiries employed at the present census 
will cause the increase to appear greater 
than it really is. Especially is this the 
case in regard to wages, which have in- 
creased 57.05 per cent, while the number 
of hands employed has increased 26.85 
per cent. In both instances the number 
of and amount paid to officers and clerks 
are excluded. When compared with all 
hands employed, not including officers and 
clerks, it will be seen that the annual 
earnings in 1890 were $301.65 as against 
$243.65 in 1880, an increase of $58. a year, 
or 23.80 per cent. There has undoubted- 
ly been a positive increase in these earn- 
ings during the decade. The increase in 
Wages may not have been so great as in- 
dicated by this comparison, as the excess 
of increase in the number of operatives 
between 1880 and 1890 was in a large 
measure in the class earning the highest 
rate of wages, namely men, while the 
number of children employed has happily 
decreased. 

In the Southern States. 

In the southern states the number of es- 
tablishments reporting was in 1890, 239; 
in 1880, 161. The capital invested in 1890, 
$53,827,303; in, 1880, $17,375,897. Num- 
ber of hands employed in 1890, 37,168; in 
1880, 16,741.

A LRTTER THAT GAME 


And Created a Big Sensation in a Sensa- 
tional Trial. 


1 WIPNESS WHO WAS RECALLED 


Tells a Story That May Greatly Af- 
fect the Morrow Trial. 


CRIME AND CASUALTY OFA DAY. 


The Wilkinson Trial in Rome— Two Peo- 
ple Torn Up in a Cotton Gin— Rail- 
road Accident in Forsyth. 


Columbia, S. C., October 14.—(Special.)— 


The Morrow case is proving a veritable 


mine of sensations and is growing more 
complicated at every step. Today it took 
a new turn under the most sensational, un- 
usual and exciting circumstances. 

Long after the testimony had been closed 
and while argument was going on, a mys- 
terious letter was handed to the presiding 
judge, who read it, and then instructed the 
counsel to peruse it and inform him of their 
conclusions. The incident created the great- 
est kind of sensation among the audience, 
especially as Judge Melton suspended his 
argument for the accused and by agree- 
ment with Solicitor Nelson had the testi- 
mony re-opened. - 

The letter proved to be from the woman, 
who nursed Miss Fowler, the deceased, and 
conveyed the information that the nurse 
was aware that some time she would have 
to meet her God, that she did not wish to 
do so with any man’s: blood on her hands 
and that she wished to be recalled. — 

The Arguments Begun. 

When the court assembled today Mrs. 
Mary Wilkins, who nursed Miss Fowler, 
was put on the stand by the prosecution 
so testify as to the girl’s dying declaration 
but the counsel for the defense objected 
and her testimony was excluded. Captain 
John G. Capers then opened the argument 
for the state in a very powerful and in- 
teresting roeech. “stated at the outset 
that he represented no particular individual 
that had been mentioned in the ‘case. He 
pictured the man Howard, alleged by the 
defense to have been Miss Fowler’s be- 
trayer, as a convenient leather-winged bat. 
When the shoe pinched Morrow, Howard 
would flit in and when it went on smoothly 
Howard would flit back. Morrow was the 
man. He deserted the giddy festivities of 
his jockey club in Washington to attend to 
her every wish. Turning to Colonel Mor- 
row he exclaimed dramatically: Associa- 
tion with our people, colonel, put the thought 
in your brain that you should marry her, 
but, alas it perished there, and vou c- 
knowledged it on the stand.“ He instanced 
the passage for Morrow's letter to Miss 
Fowler where he said he Knew he was to 
blame.” 

Judge Melton spoke for the accused. 
He said he had shown by testimony that 
there was no intent on Morrow’s aprt and 
that the testimony of distinguished physi- 
cians had proved that the medicines Mor- 
row sent Miss Fowler could not have pro- 
duced the crime. He commented on the 
strangeness of Miss Fowler’s action in first 
going to her regular physician, who had at- 
tended her from childhood without charge, 
and then going to Dr. Kendall, who 
charged her fifty dollars. He said that 
Kendall had to testify as he did, in direct 
contradiction to the testimony of five other 
physicians, or else forge the chain that 
would bind him in this matter.

Alias “Dutch Annie,” Won't Get Out of 


SHE OCCUPIES ON CHESTNUT STREET, 


Which Is Owned by the Georgia Security 
and Banking Company.-A Petition 
Filed in the Clerk’s Office. 


An interesting petitin was filed in the 
clerk’s office of the superior court yesterday. 
The petitioners were the Georgia Security and 
Banking company, who own suburban land 
and houses on Chestnut street, and they ask 
the court to get Mrs. A. J. Reeden out of a 
house she occupies on their property. 

Several months ago Mrs. A. J. Reeden, who, 
the petitioners say they were astonished to 
learn, is none other than the notorious “‘Dutch 
Annie,” of Thompson. street, went to the of- 
fice of T. C. and J. W. Mayson, the agents of 
the company and asked to speak to the cash- 
ier about a house and lot belonging to the 
Georgia Security and Banking company, 
which she said pleasd her. “I am a widow 
woman, and keep a boarding house here in 
Atlanta, she said, and the clerk proceeded 
politely to give her a receipt for $10, 
which she paid as a bopus on the transaction. 

The clerk consulted the city direcory as he 
was prepaning the notes and bond for title, 
and the directory placed her as a resident of 
the ill-fame district on Thompson street. 
Upon the return of Mrs Reeden, she was of- 
fered the $10 ashe had paid, and told 
that the company could not allow her to oc- 
cupy one of their houses. But the woman re- 
fused to take back the money, and 
asked the real estate agents to plank 
$100 before she would give up the 
idea of taking up residence on Chest- 
nut street. The Messrs. Mayson refused 
to be the subjects of blackmail, as the 
petition of the Security and Banking company 
represents, wherengon Mrs. Reeden betook 
herself angrily to the house.

What President Conrad Has to Say About 


the Big Lottery. 

New Orleans, August 26.~—President Paul 
Conrad, of the Louisiana Lottery Com- 
pany, was interviewed roday about the 
dispatch regarding the company’s attempt 
to purchase a location in tbe Sandwich 
Islands.

The State Bank Issue. 

The correspondence which we print 
elsewhere between Hon. Louis F. Gar- 
rard, of Columbus, and the late Senator 
B. H. Hill is as timely and as interesting 
today as it was in 1879. In point of 
fact, it is of more importance now than 
it was then. It is, so to speak, pat to 
the issue that has been made by the de- 
mand in the democratic platform for the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tay on state 
bank circulation. 


We desire to call attention to two or. 


three features of this correspondence 
which are worthy of note. In the first 
place, there is the plan which Mr. Gar- 
rard briefly outlines in his letter to Mr. 
Hill. More thap any other suggestion we 
have seen, it has the merit of simplicity 
and reasonableness. It involves the re- 
peal of the prohibitory tax and legislation 
providing that the banks which propose 
to issue notes shall deposit state bonds to 
secure their ciyculation. Under this law 
a uniform system of state hanking could 
be established in Georgia, which would 
in no wise interfere with such national 
banks as propose to continue in business 
under the present law. 

On the bonds deposited as a security for 
circulation, the state would cease to pay 
interest, this being in the nature of an 
equivalent for the privileges accorded to 
the state banks—the stockholders to be in- 
dividually liable to the bill holders, and 
stringent penal laws to apply to the offi- 
cers of the banks. . 

Another feature of the correspondence 
is the significant stand taken by Mr. Hill 
in favor of the repeal of the prohibitory 
tax on constitutional grounds, leaving the 
chartering of banks and all the details 
where they properly belong—with the 
states. 

This correspondence is a dozen years 


old, but the suggestions made by Mr. 


Garrard, and the comments of Mr. Hill 


are more important now than when they 
were written. The matter has taken the 
shape of a bpoad issue between the par- 


ties, and the strength it has developed 


has compelled the great financial light of 


the republican party to fall back on the 
old greenback docttine which his party 


| has been denouncing as vicious and dan- 
werous. 


Mr. Garrard, following the matter up, 
so that in 1882, when he was speaker of 
the house, the legislature unanimously 
adopted a resolution for the repeal of the 
prohibitory tax. He was a delegate to 
the Chicago convention, and represented 
Georgia on the committee on resolutions, 
and his hand may be seen in the demand 
in the platform for the repeal of the tax. 

The issue thus made is of tremendous 
importance to the people of the soutn. 
It has been obscured by other issues, but 


it is a vital and a persistent matter, and | 


it will insist on a hearing. The people 
want to recover their financial matters 
as far as possible from the hands of the 
Philistines in Wall street. 


History in Our Public Schools. 


The state board of education, when it 
meets, next Thursday, will have an im- 
portant question before it. 

The matter to be discussed is nothing 
less than the point raised in State School 
Commissioner Bradwell’s recent circular 
letter concerning the study of, history in 
our public schools. It will be recollected 
that the commissioner suggested that un- 
der the law prescribing only reading, 
writing, orthography, English grammar, 
geography and arithmetic, history is bar- 
red, and cannot lawfully be taught in our 
public schools. 

County School Commissioner Powers, 
of Cobb, has appealed to the state board, 
and its decision will be awaited with 
great interest. 

It would seem that, under a liberal con- 
struction of the law, history is not ruled 
out, As a recent newspaper article puts 
it, under the head of reading, it would 
be entirely proper to select historical 
readers and school histories. Why not 
have the reading classes read history 
aloud, and then question them by way of 
review, and give them short talks about 
history? 

The children of this great state ought 
not to be deprived of this useful study, 
and we are spending our millions on pub- 
lic education to little purpose if the stu- 
dents are to go through their course en- 


tirely ignorant of the history of their own | 


state, their own country and their own 
people, not to speak of other people. 

Let us give the law the most liberal con- 
struction that it will bear. History is 
“philosophy teaching by example.” We 
need its lessons in our daily lives. It 
makes a man a better citizen, a better 
business man, and gives him a better 
equipment for his work in life to make 
him familiar with the examples of the 
past. 

Do we propose after spending so much 
money, time and work on our public 
school system to send its graduates out 
into the world ignorant of the leading 
facts concerning the Empire State of the 
South? Shall they know nothing of the 
rise and progress of this republic and the 
men who founded it and guided its 
course? 

The idea is preposterous! It is a step 
backward, and is not to be thought of. 
Just at the time when history is attract- 
ing more attention than ever, it is not

Tourgee in a lecture before 3,000 people as- 
sembled in the Detroit Auditorium to celebrate 
the discovery of America. Nor was this the 
most surprising sentence in a bitter invective 
Tourgee delivered against the navigator. Every 
act of his life was one of egotism, he said, 
and intended to satisfy his greed of gain and 
fame. Everything he sailed on was wrong 
and he discovered America because he was 
lost and could not do otherwise. His every 
act was one of selfishness, and he stole the 
credit of first seeing land from his faithful 
sailor who was on watch. He kept two logs 
in order to deceive his crew. He was lavish 
in promises he never expected to keep. His 
prayers always concerned himself. His pa- 
rents were thriftless and unknown to history 
only through the evidence of indebtedness they 
left. He was probably a Mediterranean pirate 
in his early days, and not a single act of his 
life up to the time he was fifty years old was 
worthy of recording. Judge Tourgee went on 
to say many other rough things about Colum- 


bus, and his bad temper can only be accounted 


for upon the hypothesis that he took the great 
navigator for a rebel sympathizer. The judge

ern.

AFTER BEING SENTENCED YESTERDAY. 


A List of Prisoners and Their Respective 
Sentences—Solicitor Hill Has Been 
Working Hard—Court News. 


Julius Bone, one of the last of his race 
out of jail, made a break for liberty yes- 
terday. 

Young Bone was brought from the jail 
along with Moore, Delk and Jehnson, to 
receive his sentence. He was given five 
years in the penitentiary. Julius, who is 
a mere boy, immediately began to meditate 
how he should escape the punishment of 
the law. Deputy Sheriff Barnes told the 
bailiff who brought him fastened to a chain 
with a half dozen other prisoners, that 
Bone was a slick one and had better be 
watched. The deputy had been looking at 
Bone’s hand and wrist and saw that they 
were very small even for a boy of Bone’s 
age. 

The procession of prisoners, was march- 
ing back to the jail after the sentences 
were passed, and had just reached the 
Capitol avenue corner of the statehouse 
square when Julius Bone, like a flash, 
snatched his small hand from the grasp of 
the iron bracelets, seizing the opportunity 
of a passing dummy, sprang upon it and 
was gone in a pair of seconds. 

The boarding of the dummy was Bone’s 
fatal mistake. It didn’t happen to be 
going fast enough for the footsteps of the 
bailiffs, and they ran quickly after it, and 
with the assistance of the conductor recap- 
tured the wary young prisoner. 

Bone is almost the last unconvicted of 
the notorious family, which has figured in 
Atlanta police circle for a number of years. 
Nearly every member of the family of 
jailable age, has at one time or other been 
in the clutches of justice. Only last 
Thursday the mother of the Bones was 
sent to the stockade for sixty days, not 
having paid a fine imposed upon her in 
the criminal court the day before. Her 
daughter, Jesse Bone, made an emotional 
plea for her release, and the woman who 
is approaching the end of her career, was 
given her freedom. She passed the greater 
part of the time at the convict camp in 
weeping and was too weak to work at 
anything. 

A Lot of Quick Work. 
A week from last Monday there were 
fifty prisoners in the Fulton county jail, held 
to answer to the criminal superior court. 
Of that number thirty-six were disposed 
of in a session of six days, four days last 
week and two days this week. T'wenty- 
six of these have received sentences. Their 
names and terms are as follows: 

For burglary, John Moore, seven years; 
Tom Delk, ten years; Charley Gentry, 
five years: Charley Johns, five years; Henry 
Kenny, seven years; John Jinks, three 
years; Wallace Thompson, two years; Babe 
Farmer, one year; John James, ten years; 
Jim Evans, one year; Mary Campbell, two 
years; Delia Cole, one year; Will Harring- 
ton, five years; Andrew Williams, one year; 
Jack Jones, one year; Will Brown, one 
year; E. G. Johnson, five years; Isaac 
Walker, two years; Will Davis, three 
years; Robert Lewis, one year. 

Henry Turner was sentenced to five 
years in the pen, for assault with intent 
to murder; John Willis, larceny after 
trust, one year; Will Burton, robberry, 
ten years; Oliver Clay, larceny from the 
house, of a value over $50, five years; 
Julius Bone received the same sentence 
for committing tha same crime; Jessie 
Winn, same, one year. 

This morning seven white men, Johns, 
Gentry, Delk, Moore, Johnson, Clay and 
Bone, were brought from the jail and re- 
ceived the sentences affixed to their names 
in the list enumerated.

Striking Features of These Figures. 

A striking feature of these returns is the 
satisfactory increase in the number of es- 
tablishments reported. Still more gratify- 
ing is the increase during the decade in the 
number of hands employed and the amount 
of wages paid; the wages have increased not 
only actual but relatively, the average 
wages per hand increasing from $242 in 

1880 to $420 in 1890, or 738.55 per cent. 

Part of this increase is undoubtedly due to 
the fact that in many industries relatively 
more men were employed in 1890 and less 
children; that the percentage of increase in 
the number of women employed has been 
less in many industries than in the number 
of adult males; and also to the fact that in 
ten years many branches of industry have 
improved the grades of their products, and 
for this reason require more skilled and 
higher paid employes. After making all pos- 
sible allowance for these changes, for the 
more thorough enumeration of 1890, and for 
the advance in quantity of manufacured pro- 
ducts, there is a decided relative increase 
in the amount paid in wages between 1880 
and 1890.

The Present Rate of Coroner’s Inquests Cal- 
culated to Deplete the Treasury. 

Forsyth, Ga., October 14.—(Special.)— 
If the rate for the past twenty-four hours 
is maintained to any considerable extent, 
the treasury of Monroe county will be com- 
pletely depleted by the holding of inquests 
over the corpses of those killed by the 
Central railroad.
